these dirty breeding places Is no argu- 
ment against tho theory ot cleanliness 
ns a prevontatlve of Infantile parn-ly. 
sis. At present It Is well to look upon 
filth and Insect llfo as factors taking 
a large part In permitting tho so-call-' 
cd plague to Invade our homes. 


There has'been much said upon the 


possibility of an epidemic next year. 
This will not necessarily follow.

might however and certainly It will 
come back some day. 


Cleanliness regarding our children, 


homes, stables, yards and towns as 
well as guarding our houses from all 
kinds of Insect life must be Insisted 
upon liy each Individual citizen and 
by those In charge ot the health and 
cleanliness 6f bur towns, country, vil- 
lages and homes.
